Dental Clinic For 
Needy Children 
Is Opened 


'fille dental survey recently con­ 
ducted in the elementary schools 
showed that 155 of the children who 
needed dental attention could not 
afford to pay for that oauiy needed 
are. 
Therefore the Arlington Heights 
public health committee has start­ 
ed the financing of dental clinics to 
:are for these indigent 
children. 
These clinics are conducted in the? 
offices of local dentists who are 
members of the Chicago Dental as­ 
sociation. 
This work was started on Janu­ 
ary 8, and continued every school 
day since. 
During the first four 
days there were fifty extractions 
and three prophylaxies done. This 
work was all done on cases consid­ 
ered urgent. 
The dentists, under the chair­ 
manship of Dr. Bauman have read­ 
ily agreed to work for a small fee. 
However the cost 
or a two hour 
clinic including anesthesia aver­ 
ages about 85.75. 
In that time 
about ten children are cared for, 
but of course many of these chil­ 
dren have to return for additional 
care. 
The existing funds of the local 
health committee are 
no where 
near adequate to finish the dental 
care of these children. Many local 
philanthropic 
organizations 
are 
contributing to the work of the 
health committee now. Unless these 
contributions are increased or new 
contributions are 
received—some 
children in Arlington Heights will 
have to continue to have unclean, 
unhealthy mouths, which 
are a 
constant menace to me health of 
these children.
